2. ON YET ANOTHER PARLIAMENTARY EXCHANGE FRONT, 

SEVERAL VERNACULAR PAPERS RECENTLY CARRIED SUMMARY OF 
LDP LOWER HOUSE AGRICULTURAL COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN EICHI 
NAKAO'S PRESS CONFERENCE IN WASHINGTON, JULY 21, IN 
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WHICH HE EXPANDED ON HIS PET PROJECT, U.S.-JAPAN INTER- 
PARLIAMENTARY CONSULTATIVE COUNCIL. ACCORDING TO 
NAKAO, ABOUT 40 U.S. CONGRESSMEN, INCLUDING SEVERAL 
COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN, HAVE AGREED TO HOLD SYMPOSIUM 
WITH JAPANESE IN TOKYO FOR ONE WEEK BEGINNING NOVEMBER 
15 ON ISSUES SUCH AS PEACE AND STABILITY IN EAST ASIA, 

TRADE, AND ENERGY. NAKAO QUOTED HOUSE WAYS AND MEANS 
COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN ULLMAN AS AGREEING TO NEED FOR

3. COMMENT: WHILE BOTH NAKAO AND MINOWA ARE LOCATED 
POLITICALLY ON FAR RIGHT OF LDP AND HAVE BEEN CALLING 
FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF FORMAL INTERCHANGE BODY MONOPOLIZED 
BY LDP ON JAPANESE SIDE, THEY HAVE APPARENTLY BEEN 
OPERATING INDEPENDENTLY AND REGARD EACH OTHER AS RIVALS 
RATHER THAN COLLABORATORS. EVEN IF EITHER OR BOTH 
OF THEM MANAGE TO ORGANIZE BINATIONAL PARLIAMENTARY 
GATHERINGS, IT IS MOST UNLIKELY THAT OPPOSITION PARTY 
REPRESENTATIVES WOULD PARTICIPATE. 
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
